None of the coneerns named have bheen
creatod by protective duaties nor conld
thelr organization have been frustmted
by Iree teade, Granting, however, that
a majority of Ameriean trusts control
troducts that enjoy the benetlt of pro-
tective duties, would that fact justify
the repeal of these duties for the sake
of erippling the trusts?  Would 1t not be
much like sprinkling P'arls green on the
Colorado potato plants infested with the
pertato bog, which was sure to kill the
potato bug and the potato plants at the
same thme? I, for exawmple, free trade
tn plate glass would c¢lose the factories
of the Plate Glass trust by eheapening
imported plate glass below the cost of
production with better paid American
lnbor, would Ameriea be justified in giv-
ing up Its plate glass industry for the
sake of kllling that particular  trost?
Does pot the demand of American labor
for bigher wages wmake the protective
policy almost compulsory if Americea Is
to control its best market, which is the
chief source of Its prosperity.

Had the Sugar trust King been dis-
posged to take the Amerlecan people lnto
his confidence iustead of tryving to befog
them he would have polnted out the
true germm and chief Incentlve of Amer-
fean trusts, namely the facility offered
by trusts for colossal stock-Jobbing by
capitalizing the mills and factories of
combioed concerns at a fletitious valua-
tlon? Take for instauce the Ameriean
Sugar trust, Havemeyer's own.,  The
origlnal organization comprised twenty
sugar refineries.  Each of these was pur-
chased with trust certificates represent-
ing about four times the actual value
of the plant which was capitalized at
£30,000,000. In Janvary, 1502, the cap-
ital was Inereased by $20,000,000 for the
purpose of acquiring the IPhiladelphin
refineries and a controlling interest in
the Baltimore retinery.  In 1508 the reor-
ganlzed company pald 7 per cent o year
on $30,0085000 of preferred stock and
an average of 12 per cent on the same
amoeunt of outstanding common stock.

Munifestly the owners of plants that
combined with IHavemeyer in merging
their refineries in the trust  were not
driven into this deal elther by rulbous
competition or by the prospect of eco-
nomie saving through combined eapltal,
Lint by the enormous price pald for their
plants and the prospect of enriching
themselves through stock-watering, The
same Is equally troe of the original
Whisky trust or Ilinols Cattle Feeding
company, which collapsed not hecause of
i reduction of duties, but because of in-
fated eapltallzation.

trust, which represents an unprotected
Industry, 18 stocked for $40,000,000 and
bonded for £75,000,00, The bonds evi-
dently represent more thap the actual
money Invested in its plants and the
$40,000,000 of stock are pure Mississippl
wiuter. Was the trust organized merely
1o reduce operating expenses and broak
up competition or was not the prime
hincentive the deslre to pur two or three
dollars {nto the pockets of will owners
for every dollar of actual value lo thely
separnte plants?

A wmore recent example is the Tin

000,000 i plate wills and plants worth
not exceeding $12,000,000, It goes with-
out saying that there would huve been
no tin plate factorles in Amerlea In 1808
except for the MeKinley tavift of 1800,
but the fuct that $12000,000 of money
were actuully invested by 1508 in au in-
dustry discredited by Willlam J. Bryan
on the floor of congress fully fustifies
the policy that has enabled Ameriea to
manufacture its own tin plate gud elr-
culate 20000000 for material and labor
at home that would otherwlse Lhave Leen
absorbed by Euglish tin plate mills,

sugar interost.  Thelr hope, therefore,
Is In annexatlon, which they and the
Interests that are naturally in sympathy
with them are now urglng,

A very large porton of the Americnn
people, however, will not view  with
favor a proposition Involving the (e-
struction of a home Industry whieh is
muking rapid progress and prowmises (o
supply  the home  demand for siuear
within a dozen years or less time, Ae-
cording to 4 statement of the secretary
of nericulture the prodoction of boet
sugar in the ¢country this year will show
a large increase.  The develapment of
the industry Is golog  forward vigor-
ously,  Many farmers are growing
sugar beets this year for the first tme
aud there will be a considerable addi-
tion to the number of factories. A year
azo the secretary of agriculture sald:
“Germany produces about as  much
sngar as the United States fmportsd in
ISOT. It was grown on a little over a
milllon acres.  1f the sugar we noiw
purchase abroad were produced in this
country, four hundred factories wouli
be required to work up the necessary
amount of sugar beets. This would
afford capitalists a field, as safe and
permanent as any now offered, for the
fuvestinent of $£200,000,000 and woild
reduce to a very large extent the vast
stum we annually pay for agricultural
products that might be grown within
the United States,”

The Importance of  developing  this
valuable industry is obvious and in
order to do this it must eontinue o
have adequate protection. The Amer-
ican people desire the improvement of
industrial conditions I Cuba. They ure
very greatly interested in the future
progress and prosperity of that island,
But they cannot promote this at the
expense of a domestle Industry that
promises to be, in the not far future,
one of the most valuable of our agri-
cultural  industries.  As  anwoexation
woud inevitably destroy this indusiry
It will be opposed by the farming inter-
est generally and by all who are In
sympathy with that great Interest.

EFFECT ON ESPORTS.

Much attention Is being given abroai,
parteularly In England, to the probable
effect upon the export trade of 1he
United States of the growth of trusts
and their methods., One of the leading
English trade journals says that per-
haps the best agent working In favor of
that country is the trust mania. It is
fact, observes that paper, that every one
of the trusts is grossly over-eapltalized
anmd itisa factalso that, Instead of e
ing content to make more money Ly eco-
nomics in management and the othep
legitimate means within  thelr  reach,
they have eleeted to ger there by the
device of raising prices against the
CONSUMeT.

The view of the Inglish journal,
which doubtless expresses that of  its
teade constituency, is that the arbitrary
methods of the trusts and the advanes
in prices In orvder to pay dividends on
intlated ecapitalization, must ineviably
be injurlous to the American export
trade and correspondingly beneficlal to
British trade. This would scem to be
a sound  view, though In advopelong
prices the trusts probably figure on get-
| ting thelr profits out of the Ameriean
Lrather than the foreign consumoers,

At all events the suggestion of  the
English journals merits serious consid-
eration, 1 it shall be shown—and as
Yot thiere Is no evidence on the polnt—
' that the trusis are inimical to the ex
port trade that will be a strong addi-
| thonal reason for condemning them, It
will be possible to ascertaln in the near
future whethier  this s the case,
|\\rl|--lhvr on the other hand the trusts
that export are selling to foreign con-
simers at prices materially below what
they exact from home consumers,

The Industrinl comunission, In session
in Washington, {s getting Information in
regard to trust methods which way dis-
close something in regard to the effect
'on the export trade, though the surest
Information will be obtained from the
future statisties of that trade.

Where submission is en-
tively uneertain, a matter of individuoal
caprice, of party politics, of bullying or
bluting, the great advantage of public
consclousness that there can be no im-
medinte war because theres will be fm-
mediate arbitvation is quite lost.” 1t is
perfectly obvious that  little reliance
could be placed on sucl a4 plan as a
menns of averting war,

COST OF ARMED PEACE,

Euvormous Sums Spent in Foreign Mil-
ftury Establishments,
Bt. Louls Globe-Ileamocrat,

While any step toward disarmament in
Turope is improbable at this time, a power
ful  presentation might he made at The
Hogue conference of the financial side of the
case. Most of the natlons of Eurepe nre
adding largely to thelr publle debts, and dls-
armament for some of them may become n
necessity. Annual deficlts are quite the
usual thing throughout the continent, France
rung  hehind anoually about 100,600,000,
Austrin  $80.000,000, Russia $00,000,000, and
Ituly $30,000,000. Minor nations, 1ike Spuin,
Turkey, Portugal and Greece, are not many
removes from bankruptey, The pressure for
financial rellef from excessive armaments
grows heavier constantly, and wust in time,
It continued, take the form of embarpass-
ment. Great Britain kept nearly even last
vear, 'and, but for a foreign war, the United
Statez would he payipng off 18 public Aeht
But the pualtion of this country und Epgland
in revenue 1o exceptional.
